A number of troops, under orders to pro-

They at firs', thought the 
building was on Hie. and made a rush to ex- 
tinguish It. Tt«y were greatly startled, upon 
reaching the balcony, to find that the smoke 
was causel by a bnrnlnx fuse attached to a 
large bomb.
